How Overseas Constructional Work 


Helps Export Drive 


LTHOUGH IT HAS BEEN KNOWN that, since the war, there has been a marked increase 
A: the volume of overseas constructional work carried out abroad by British contractors, 

hitherto no comprehensive statistical information has been available about the extent of these 
overseas activities or of the impressive contribution being made by contractors in this way to the 
country’s export drive. 


One of the first acts of the Advisory Council on Overseas Construction, which was set up by the 
Board of Trade in 1954, was to draw attention to the lack of information covering the whole range 
of overseas work carried out by British contractors, and to urge that steps should be taken to fill 
this gap by collecting and publishing statistics of the value of overseas constructional contracts 
obtained and work done by British firms. 


With the co-operation of the Export Group for the Constructional Industries and of the individual 
firms of contractors engaged on constructional work overseas, information has been obtained, 
covering the year ending March 1955, on the value of work done overseas by some 50 firms ae 
in nearly 60 different countries. Data have also been provided on the value of contracts obtai 
over the same period, and the value of work still outstanding. 


A Year’s Work and Orders 


The value of work done during the period was over £70 million, while the value of orders obtained 
was almost £75 million. At the end of March, 1955, £70 million of building and civil engineering 
work was still outstanding. This work represents a substantial addition to the total activity of the 
industry: in 1954 the output of new building and civil work carried out in this country 
was over £1,100 million and the overseas work therefore represents an additional 6 per cent. The 
figures shown here relate only to the work done by British contractors operating from this country, 
and by associated or subsidiary companies in which the predominant interest is British. 


The firms undertake a very large variety of jobs. Nearly all types of buildings have been erected 
during the year in some part of the world, ranging from houses and schools to buildings for enter- 
tainment and to factories. In many places there has been a demand for new office buildings and 
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hospitals, and British contractors have competed successfully for 
these contracts. The range of civil engineering work undertaken 
overseas is as wide as the range in this country: among the contracts 
undertaken have been harbour, road and bridging work, hydro electric 
schemes, oil refineries, railways, sewage schemes and airfields. 


Firms Busy Abroad 


The amount of work done overseas varies considerably among the 
50 firms concerned. About a third did less than £250,000 each last 
year, whereas 13 did over £1 million, including seven which did more 
than £3 million. The part played by overseas activities in the total 
activity of the firms also varies, ranging from as little as 1 per cent. of 
the work done in this country to well above the output at home. For 
many of the big contractors overseas activities represent about an 
equal share with the work done at home. 


As the following table shows, the major part of the work was carried 
out in the sterling area.

Openings in Canada 


Competition in Canada has been described as ‘desperately keen’ 
and Canadian and United States contractors enjoy obvious organiza- 
tional advantages. Nevertheless, it has been reported that the value 
of industrial and engineering contracts obtained in the first six months 
of this year was about 50 per cent. above last year, and the figures 
suggest that British contractors may be getting a growing share of 
constructional work. Moreover, capital investment in construction 
in Canada is likely to increase, although apparently more in the 
building than in the civil engineering field, and British contractors 
may be able to get more work, therefore, in the future. 


In Western Europe and Turkey, however, work valued at only 
about £2 million was done in the period, but contracts to the value of 
about £11 million were obtained, and nearly £9 million of work still 
remained to be done at the end of March. This is very satisfactory. 
A substantial part of the work to be done is in Turkey, which probably 
offers further scope. 


As might be expected, Commonwealth countries provided the 
biggest opportunity, and indeed they contributed over 70 per cent. 
of the work done and of the work outstanding. Nevertheless, the 
opportunities outside the Commonwealth, particularly in the Middle 
East, should be considerable, and some increase in the £5 million of 
work obtained there last year must therefore be looked for. 


Burma’s Big Programme 


The value of contracts obtained in the Far East, chiefly in Burma, 
appears to be increasing. The Board of Trade Mission to Burma 
reported that the country’s development plans appeared to be the 
most ambitious in the Far East. Schemes for development expen- 
diture amount to over £500 million, and, in view of the limited 
engineering resources of Burma itself and the Union Government’s 
declared intention of sending out projects to international tenders, 
there should be considerable scope for British contractors. 


The general picture of both the amount and the variety of work 
done overseas by British contractors is encouraging, especially in 
view of the competition for jobs in some countries. Experience is

being gained in the employment of local personnel and in some areas 
existing organizations have been taken over. It is true that the whole 
of the payments for this work do not return to this country — a certain 
amount of labour and materials are obtained overseas — but, as the 
Trade Mission to Kuwait, the Lebanon, Syria and Saudi Arabia said 
in their report, ‘of even greater importance to United Kingdom trade

is the employment of British contractors. The presence of British 
staff, their knowledge and the use of British plant and equipment, 
stores and supplies, will produce a demand for British goods which 
should continue long after the immediate job is finished.’ So British 
contractors have it in their power to assist substantially in the export 
drive.

F.B.I. Mission to Austria 


THE FEDERATION of British Industries, after consultation with its 
counterpart in Austria (Vereinigung Osterreichischer Industrieller), 
has sent a mission to Vienna to offer its help in connection with the 
re-equipment of factories and public services now restored to Austrian 
control under the recent State Treaty. 

The leader of the mission is Sir John Duncanson. Its members are 
Mr. C. R. Dawson, of the diesel engine division of the English Electric 
Co. Ltd., Dr. E. H. T. Hoblyn, Director of the British Chemical 
Plant Manufacturers’ Association, Sir Lionel Kearns, chairman and 
managing dirctor of H. W. Kearns & Co. Ltd., Mr. A. Morrison, a 
director of D. C. & William Press Ltd., Mr. W. J. Richards, export 
manager of Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Co. Ltd., and Mr. E. H. 
Vlies, a director of Platt Bros. (Sales) Ltd. Mr. E. S. Taylor, of the 
Federation’s Europe and Near East Department, will accompany 
the mission. The industries to which the mission is devoting particular 
attention are electronics, machine tools, diesel engines, diesel-electric 
and electric locomotives, textile machinery, chemical plant, oil drilling 
and refining plant, and building machinery. 

The members of the mission went independently to Vienna, where 
they assembled on Wednesday morning. They plan to return to 
London during the week-end. 


New Customs and Excise Tariff 


A NEW EDITION of the Customs and Excise Tariff of the United 
Kingdom (Form No. 34 (Sale)) will be published on November 1, 
1955. It shows the rates of Customs and Excise duties, drawbacks 
and allowances operative on November 1, 1955, and replaces the 
Tariff published a year ago. 

The new Tariff may be bought from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, or through booksellers, 
price 5s. net. 

As in the past, amendment slips to the Tariff and copies of the 
Statutory Orders and Regulations which affect the Tariff may also 
be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office on payment of a 7s. 6d. 
annual subscription or 10s. deposit respectively. 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarns in the week 
ended October 1, 1955, which was a holiday week, was 17:25 mn. lbs., 
compared with 16-44 mn. lbs. for the previous week and 20-50 mn. lbs. 
for the corresponding week of 1954, also a holiday week. 


Simplified Census of Production 
for 1955 


THE CENSUS OF PRODUCTION to be taken in 1956 in respect of 
the year 1955 will be a simplified census on a sample basis, similar 
to the censuses for 1952 and 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of March 
12, 1955, page 559). An order prescribing the matters about which 
returns may be required has now been made by the Board of Trade, 
Undertakings producing coal, gas, electricity, oil-shale, crude or 
refined petroleum or shale oil products are exempted from making 
Census of Production returns to the extent to which they supply 
the necessary information to the Minister of Fuel and Power (or in 
certain cases to the Secretary of State for Scotland). 


The order, which operates from December 31, 1955, is the Census 
of Production (1956) (Returns and Exempted Persons) Order, 1955 
(S.I. 1955 No. 1592). Copies may be obtained from Her Majesty’s 
Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, or through 
any bookseller (price 2d., by post 34d.). 


Since the arrangements for the 1955 Census were announced in 
November 1954, one important modification has been made to the 
sampling scheme. Firms engaged in mining and manufacturing that 
employed ten or fewer persons will not now be required to make 
returns. The number of forms to be issued will in consequence be 
reduced by more than 5,000.

Fashion Showings for Americans 


TEN of London’s leading ready-to-wear houses with a number of 
fabric, knitwear and accessory houses are co-operating in an effort 
to expand business with North America. This follows on the success 
of their first venture last July when they organized a programme of 
fashion shows and social events for American press and buyers at 
that time visiting Europe for the haute couture collections. 


It is now planned to establish as a regular event twice a year a London 
Week when American and other overseas press and buyers will have 
the opportunity to see not only ready-to-wear collections but also 
the contribution being made.to the British fashion industry by fabric, 
knitwear and accessory 


The first London Week will open on January 16, 1956. The members 
of the Incorporated Society of London Fashion Designers have 
advanced showings of their Spring haute couture collections by nearly 
a fortnight so as to coincide with the London Week. Thus overseas 
buyers will have the opportunity to see in one week various aspects 
of the British fashion industry.

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Industrial Design and the National 
Economy 


IN THE INTRODUCTION to its tenth Annual Report, published on 
Wednesday, the Council of Industrial Design says: “There is wide- 
spread acceptance of the principle that the Council should choose the 
products for selective exhibitions at home and overseas . . .’ In the 
ten years since it was set up, the report says: ‘the Council has. become 
a valuable service to the home and export trade and an encouraging 
number of firms now turn to it for advice on how to tackle their 
design problems. 

‘The public shows an increasing sympathy with the lead given by 
the Council at its temporary exhibitions of goods chosen for their high 
standard of design. There is in short a more general awareness of the 
importance of design and its value to the national economy. 

*The Council therefore believes that it can confidently go forward 
with the proposal to open a Design Centre for British Industries in 
the Haymarket, London, early in 1956.’ After noting that the search 
for premises for this national showroom has been a long one, the 
Report continues: ‘it was of the first importance that a site should 
be chosen which was convenient for home and overseas buyers, the 
press and the general public. The Haymarket site fills these conditions 
and the Council is now working out final details for this permanent 
but constantly changing exhibition.’ 


Exporting Quality Goods 

In a leaflet attached to the Report, Sir Gordon Russell, Director 
of the C.o.1.D, says: ‘In the long run, Britain can only pay for all the 
imports she needs by developing her exports of quality goods. The 
idea that a nation which believes in quality — and design is an essential 
part of quality — should have a national showroom of well-designed 
goods is one which the Council of Industrial Design has had in view 
since its establishment in 1944.’ 

“There is no better way of improving design,’ says Sir Gordon, 
‘than for manufacturers, buyers and the public to be able to study 
in one place the best that is available.’ He looks forward to The 
Design Centre becoming a regular port of call for buyers from home 
and overseas who ‘will be able to study illustrations of the latest and 
best designs in many industries. Although retail buyers are usually 
closely in touch with the market, the Centre will give them a lead on 
good design which will help them to cater more successfully for a 
growing demand.’ 

‘Last, but by no means least,’ Sir Gordon continues, ‘the hard- 
worked housewife will be able to learn how best she can lay out cash 
in goods of enduring value.’ Nothing will be on sale, but the public 
will be advised as far as possible at what shops they.can buy the goods 
which are shown. For trade buyers there will be an efficient information 
service. 

Reviewing the year’s work, the Report notes that the C.o.1.D, has 
prepared displays of well-designed goods for seven overseas exhibitions. 
The Council’s part in these was to select, collect and return the pro- 
ducts displayed, and, in some cases, to design the display. This work 
has been done in association with the Board of Trade, British Em- 
bassies and Trade Commissioners. The largest and most successful 
of these overseas displays was the official British stand at the 1954 
Canadian National Exhibition. Home exhibitions included a stand 
at the 1954 British Industries Fair (in association with the Board of 
Trade) and four show houses — one of them at the 1955 Daily Mail 
Ideal Home Exhibition being visited by 143,000 people. 

‘Design Review’ — the C.o.1.D. picture and sample record of well- 
designed goods in current production continues to provide the basis 
of selection for most of the C.o.1.D.’s exhibitions at home and abroad. 
In March 1955 it contained more than 7,000 items, which included 
2,033 new items accepted during the year. Two new sections, office 

ry and equipment, and textiles, are being added to “Design 
Review,’ from which all exhibits for display at The Design Centre 
will be chosen. 

The C.o0.I.D., which accepted responsibility for approving designs 
of street lighting columns and brackets in 1952, published a list of 
approved designs in September 1954, and 3,000 copies of the list 
were issued to local authorities. There has been a marked improvement 
in the design of street lighting columns submitted during the past year. 

One of the most important services which the C.o.I.D. provides 
for industry is the Record of Designers, which assists manufacturers by 
putting them in touch with designers. During the year 386 requests

Exporter to North America Pays Tribute to 
Government Service 


To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal 


Sir, —- Whilst on a business trip recently in Canada, I wrote te the. 
British Consulate-General in New York, stating that I would be there 
for 3/4 days before leaving for home, and asking if they could give me 
any information as to conditions in New York, particularly with regard 
to the use of our building construction equipment. I sent certain 
pamphlets and information to their office in Park Avenue. 

When I arrived in New York, I called at the Consulate and was 
both surprised and delighted to see that arrangements had already 
been made for me to meet the biggest architects in New York, They 
were just the type of firm I wished to be introduced to. The Consulate 
had already approached them and they were taken up with our 
equipment, inasmuch as I was introduced to a building construction 
company who are to be in charge of the Korean Foundation Com- 
mission’s work of rebuilding most of Korea. The outcome of this 
meeting is that we have sent experimental equipment to them in 
California, and we hope that they will find this satisfactory. If so, I 
feel sure we shall be exporting a reasonable amount of our equipment 
in order to help them to carry out this work. 

The Consulate were also responsible for my meeting one of the- 
best companies of Patent Attorneys to look after our interests in 
New York, as we did need an up-to-date firm to protect our interests. 
They also put us into touch with one of the big contracting journals, 
who will have the opportunity of advertising throughout the States . 
and bringing our equipment to the notice of the building industry. 

Generally, I found that, not only when working on our behalf, but 
also on behalf of any of the people from England who were endeav- 
ouring to get their goods on to the American market, they could not 
do teo much to help in this respect, and, in fact, went out daily 
paying personal calls in an endeavour to bring the business to the 
home supplier. I appreciated this, particularly with the conditions 
under which they were working-—the heat at times was simply 
terrific, but it did not deter them from going ahead with the job. —

755 that arrangements have been made for the import from the 
United States of America of fresh pears to a value of £335,000 and of 
grapes, other than hot-house, to a value of £220,000, both to be 
purchased with dollars made available under the United States 
Mutual Security Act, 1954 (Public Law 665).

(b) In respect of fresh pears and grapes from the United States of 
America, ask Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, Horti- 
cultural Division, Whitehall Place, London, S.W.1., for details of the 
procedure and documentation required under the United States 
Mutual Security Act and of the method of applying for import licences. 

7. All applications should be addressed to the Import Licensing 
Branch, Board of Trade, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1., and 
should be accompanied by an appropriate statement or statements 
certified by an independent practising accountant as follows:— 

‘During the period from January 1, 1952 to December 31, 1954, 

we imported

8. Applicants who apply for grape licences must also state whether 
or not they made returns to the Ministry of Food of any 1937-38 
imports’ from the United States of America. 

9. Arrangements have been made to obtain from the Deciduous 
Fruit Boatd information about sales by first-hand salesmen during 
the years 1952, 1953 and 1954 of South African fresh pears and grapes 
and similar information in respect of New Zealand fresh pears from 
the New Zealand Apple and Pear Marketing Board. 


Validity of Licences, 
10. Two licences will be issued for imports of pears from th 


United States. of America, one for imports of pears from Canada and 
two for imports of grapes from the United States of America. The first 
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licence for imports from.the United States of America in each case 
will permit imports up to December 31, 1955 and the second will be 
valid for imports from January 1, 1956, until April 30, 1956. Licences 
for Canada will be valid for imports until April 30, 1956. 

11. Because of the limited funds available it will not be practicable 
to issue licences to applicants who qualify for less than £100 under any 
quota. The following example may illustrate this. A trader whose only 
claim to a licence is based on 1952-54 imports will probably have to 
have imported pears to a value of £5,000 c.i.f. or grapes to a value of 
£13,750 c.i.f. in order to qualify. 

12. Applicants are reminded that any person who knowingly or 
recklessly makes any false statement, or furnishes any document or 
information false in a material particular, for the purpose of obtaining 
an import licence, is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding six months. In addition, the import 
licence will be void from the date of issue and any goods imported 
under it will be liable to forfeiture under the Customs Acts. 


Imports of Canned Crab from the 
Soviet Union 


NOTICE TO IMPORTERS No. 744 dated August 6, 1955, set out the 
arrangements for licensing imports of canned crab and canned salmon 
from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics during the period 
ending June 30, 1956. That notice stated :-— 

(a) That licences to import canned crab would be issued initially 
to importers to the value of their imports during the period ended 
June 30, 1955; 

(b) That subject to the production of evidence that firm orders had 
been placed, importers might apply for further licences up to a value 
equal to the unused part of their 1954/55 licences; and 

(c) That after December 31, 1955, any part of the quota remaining 
unallocated would be divided amongst those who had fully used the 
licences issued to them up to that date. 

2. Owing to a misunderstanding, the Russian exporters have 
shipped a quantity of canned crab in excess of the total of the licences 
issued in accordance with the arrangements under (a) and (b). In these 
circumstances the Board of Trade have decided (Notice to Importers 
No. 756) to terminate the issue of licences under (b) on November 5, 
~ os to substitute the date ‘November 5’ for ‘December 31, 1955’ 
in (c). 

3. Any importer who has not exhausted his full potential allocation 
under (b) and who wishes to apply for a further licence under that 
sub-paragraph, should therefore submit his application not later than 
November 5, 1955, supported by the requisite evidence of the placing of 
a firm order. 

4. Traders wishing to apply for a share of the unallocated balance 
under (c) may do so at any time between the date of this Notice and 
November 12, 1955. Such applications (which need not be supported 
by evidence of crders placed) should be accompanied by a statement 
that the applicant has imported goods to the full value of the licence(s) 
already issued to him; or, if the application is made before the goods 
ordered have arrived, that he has placed firm orders for goods to the 
full value of the licence(s) already issued to him.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament 


Tuesday October 25 


Displays at Overseas Fairs 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked whether his department would assume responsibility for 
the success of British display at the most important overseas trade 
fairs, in view of the national efforts made by other countries, for 
example, the United States of America and the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, for purposes of national prestige. 

The Minister of State, Mr. A. R. W. Low, replied ‘No, Sir.’ The 
primary purpose of industrial displays at overseas trade fairs was to 
sell goods. That was a function of industry and not of government. 
The Board of Trade provided information stands at a number of 
overseas fairs and, in addition, at selected fairs arranged small exhibits 
of various kinds to back up the industrial display. In this matter the 
President had the advice of an Exhibitions Advisory Committee 
representing industry. The expenditure of public money on overseas 
trade fairs for purposes of national prestige and not for commercial 
purposes was a matter for the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 

Another questioner asked the President if he was aware that at the 
recent St. Erik Industrial Fair in the Olympic Stadium, Stockholm, 
of the 14 countries officially represented, the British exhibit was the 
smallest, being only 70 square metres, whilst six other countries had 
between 1,000 and 3,000 square metres; and if he would take steps 
to encourage a greater British participation on future occasions. 

Mr. Low stated that at St. Erik’s Fair this year goods from more 
than 100 British firms were displayed in the trade sections in which 
industry generally considered they could show their goods more 
effectively. The small Board of Trade stand was an information and 
inquiry centre and not a national exhibit. While the Board of Trade 
had always encouraged participation in St. Erik’s Fair, it was not our 
policy to spend public funds on national prestige exhibits at that Fair. 


Kite Mark Standards 


The President was asked whether he was aware that the kite mark 
of the British Standards Institution had been brought into disrepute 
as the result of a motor cyclist’s death; that not only in crash helmets 
was the standard of such marks too low; and whether, as the British 
Standards Institution received a grant of £100,000 per annum from 
the Government, he would now give the Institution authority to raise 
standards where necessary. 

Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, said the President did not accept the questioner’s statement 
about the kite mark and did not agree that standards generally were 
too low. The British Standards Institution did not require any author- 
ity from the Board of Trade to raise standards where it considered 
this to be desirable. 


Hire-Purchase Legislation 


Asked whether the President was prepared to amend the Hire- 
Purchase Act, 1954, so that not only the cash price but the amount 
of the deposit, the number of instalments and the amount of each 
must be clearly stated on all postal and newspaper advertising, Mr. 
Walker-Smith said he was not yet satisfied that legislation of that 
kind was necessary, but he was considering the matter further in 
consultation with the trade associations concerned. 


Consumers’ Complaints 


The President was asked whether he was aware that the Consumer 
Advisory Council set up by the British Standards Institution with 
Government support had no power to deal with consumer com- 
plaints; and what steps he proposed to take to give the Council such 
power. 

Mr. Walker-Smith replied that the purpose of the Advisory Council 
was to inform the British Standards Institution on matters where 
consumers had expressed a desire for standards to be established, and 
its interest in consumers’ complaints was primarily to help to judge 
where standards were most required. The President did not think it 
would be desirable to interfere with that arrangement. 


Exclusive Right to Show Films 


_ A questioner asked whether the President was aware of the practice 
in the cinema industry of restricting competiton by barring certain 


exhibitors from showing current films and of the unfair position in 
which this put small independent exhibitors; and whether he would 
promote legislation to protect the small exhibitors from this restrictive 
practice. 

Mr. Walker-Smith said he saw nothing inherently unfair in a 
distributor's agreeing to give an exhibitor the exclusive right to exhibit 
a film in his area for a period. There was no element in this of a 
collective boycott and, therefore, the President saw no reason for 
legislation on this specific point. 


Imports of Cloth from Japan 


Imports of cloth of all types from Japan in the 12 months ended 
September 1955 were 92 million square yards, nearly all of cotton and 
rayon, it was stated. Of this quantity, about one-half was imported 
against orders from the Colonies for processing and re-export and 
about one-half under the provisions of the United Kingdom trade 
and payments arrangements with Japan, virtually all of which was 
also for re-export. 


Export Subsidies Granted by France 


In the House of Lords a questioner asked (a) if the practice of 
export subsidies was contrary to commitments entered into by 
signatories of G.A.T.T.; and (b) if so, what steps Her Maijesty’s 
Government were taking to mitigate the disadvantages experienced 
by United Kingdom exporters in neutral markets arising from the 
export subsidies currently granted by France. 

Lord Mancroft replied that export subsidies were not prohibited 
by the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. The existing 
Agreement provided only for notification of subsidies and consultation 
about them with a view to their limitation where they were causing or 
threatening serious prejudice to the interests of other countries. 
The revised Agreement, when it came into force, would, in addition, 
provide that contracting parties should seek to avoid the use of sub- 
sidies on the export of primary products and that if, nevertheless, they 
were granted on these products, they should not be so applied as to 
secure more than an equitable share of world export trade; and, in 
the case of industrial products, it would provide that contracting parties 
should not increase the scope of export subsidies beyond that existing 
on January 1, 1955, and should cease granting such subsidies by 
January 1, 1958, or the earliest practicable date thereafter. In that 
connection, it was on record that it was the intention that the con- 
tracting parties should seek before the end of 1957 to reach agreement 
to abolish all remaining subsidies on industrial products as from 
January 1, 1958, or, failing that, the earliest date thereafter that 
might be agreed. 

France was not, therefore, in breach of the existing General 
Agreement in subsidizing exports and, even when she assumed the 
obligations of the revised G.A.T.T., it might still be open to her, 
consistently with its provisions, to continue certain export subsidies. 

Her Majesty’s Government were aware of the concern which was 
felt over the use of export subsidies by France and other countries. 
In the Review of the General Agreement they did everything possible, 
in conjunction with other Commonwealth countries, to secure agree- 
ment to stronger rules against their use, and the provisions of the 
revised G.A.T.T. represented a substantial advance. In other ways, 
too, Her Majesty’s Government had directed all possible efforts to 
the same end. Following discussions between the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the German Minister of Economics, agreement with 
the Federal German Government about the removal of artificial aids 
to export was announced in June of last year; Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment were active in helping to promote the decision taken early this 
year in O.E.E.C. on export subsidies which, though not at present 
fully applicable to France, provided for review of her position later 
this year; and, in the International Monetary Fund, when multiple 
currency practices and other uses of exchange restrictions were under 
review, the possibility that these might be so operated as to give unfair 
advantage to particular exports was one of the considerations Her 
Majesty’s Government had particularly in mind. 

Her Majesty’s Government would continue in the G.A.T.T., in 
the O.E.E.C. and in all other ways that might offer, to press for effective 
limitation of the use of export subsidies. —- 
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Publications Received 











Economic Survey of Far Eastern 
Territories 


H.M. STATIONERY OFFICE have published ‘An Economic Survey 
of the Colonial Territories,’ Volume V, dealing with the Far Eastern 
Territories (i.e. the Federation of Malaya, Singapore, Hong K_ng, 
Brunei, North Borneo and Sarawak). This is the last volume to appear 
of the post-war edition of this Economic Survey, which has been 
prepared in seven volumes. 

The Survey brings out the importance of rubber in the economy 
of the Federation of Malaya and points out some of the problems 
faced by the industry — ageing trees, unstable markets and the competi- 
tion of synthetic rubber. On the other hand, the rubber tree is par- 
ticularly suited to Malayan conditions and is one of the few crops 
which has stood the test of time. The Federation, one of the world’s 
foremost tin producers, accounted for nearly a third of the world’s 
output of tin in concentrates in 1953. The greater part of production 
comes from detrital deposits from which the ore can be won easily 
by dredging and gravel pumping. 

Hong Kong has changed in the last few years from a cottage type 
factory community to a modern industrial city, it is stated. Productivity 
in many industries appears to be high. 


Dramatic developments over the past few years in the expansion 
of petroleum production in the Sultanate of Brunei, where output 
increased nearly sevenfold between 1938 and 1953 are described. 
This State of some 40,000 persons is now the largest petroleum pro- 
ducer in the Colonial territories.

Economic Conditions in the United Kingdom 


The O.E.E.C. Survey on economic conditions in the United 
Kingdom, published Saturday, October 22, has been prepared on the 
basis of information submitted by the United Kingdom Government 
in mid-1955. A preface to the summary points out that the report, 
which represents the view taken by the Organisation as a whole at the 
time of its preparation, does not, therefore take account of later 
developments. In particular, it does not have regard to the further 
measures taken, or which are likely to be taken by the United 
Kingdom Government to restore the balance of the economy. 


The Survey, which is one of an annual series being made of all the 
O.E.E.C. countries, emphasises the problem of the level of domestic 
demand, and poses the question of limiting this level without at the 
same time limiting the expansion of output. It also records the steps 
taken by the United Kingdom Government to restrain the growth of 
internal demand and to support the position of sterling. The Survey is 
available from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2.

B.P.C. Second Progress Report 


During the past six months teams of senior executives — employers, 
trade unionists and Government officials —- from France, Germany, 
Holland and Sweden have visited the United Kingdom to study the 
development of the British Productivity Council and its local com- 
mittees and associations. There is still no comparable organization 
in Europe or elsewhere. 


The Council’s second Progress Report gives details of its growth. 
The number of Local Productivity Committees and Associations is 
now 102. Lectures, practical demonstrations and appreciation courses 
by the officers of the B.P.C, Work Study Unit are booked to the limit 
of the unit’s capacity until next summer. The Report reiterates the 
Council’s view that ‘work study . . . offers the best prospects of in- 
creased productivity with little or no capital expenditure.’ There 
has been a substantial increase in the volume of other L.P.C. enter- 
prises, discussions, lectures, exhibitions, film shows, brains trusts, 
etc., all of which are carried on by voluntary work.

THE BELGO-LUXEMBOURG ECONOMIC UNION is virtually an 
open market where in most cases foreign manufacturers can compete 
with local producers substantially on level terms. 


Belgium and Luxembourg form a densely populated, highly 
industrialized and liberally administered territory of an economic 
importance far out of proportion to its area. Possessing coal alone 
among the basic raw materials, the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic 
Union must import most other primary products, and must export 
one-third of its gross national product in order to pay for imports. 
An economy so dependent on world trade is naturally sensitive to 
world economic trends, but the business sense and capacity for hard 
work of the average Belgian and Luxembourger have more than held 
their own in the economic vicissitudes of the post-war world, and 
the B.L.E.U. has kept well in step with the general expansion of 
European trade and production. Output has increased and exports 
have made good progress, while increases in internal trade have been 
accompanied by a virtually complete absorption of difficult pockets of 
chronic unemployment. 

During the first six months of 1955, B.L.E.U. foreign trade showed 
a striking improvement on the corresponding period of 1954. The 
value of exports was some 20 per cent. higher and, as the value of 
imports rose by only 9 per cent., visible trade, which was in heavy 
deficit in mid-1954, was practically in balance at the end of June, 
1955. Industrial production during the second quarter of 1955 was 
rather higher than in the corresponding period of 1954. 

The Union’s economy, which reacted much later than other 
European countries to the general expansion, and only started to 
expand at the end of 1954, has been remarkable in recent years for 
the stability of its wage and price structure. The cost of living has 


remained steady throughout the past year. Wage increases granted 
to workers in some of the more prosperous industries have been of 
moderate proportions and in step with the increase of productivity. 
Thus the inflationary pressures which have recently been felt in 
some other European countries have left B.L.E.U. virtually unaffected. 


A high standard of living engenders a keen appetite for consumer 
goods, while the many improvement and transformation industries, 
which import raw and semi-finished materials and export a high 
proportion of their finished products, are always alert for new 
techniques and capital equipment which will improve their competitive 
position. In present conditions of high activity Belgian imports are 
rising and there is no lack of opportunities for the widest variety of 
goods. Nevertheless, it is a fact that the United Kingdom is making 
little headway in the Belgian and Luxetabourg markets, and a properly 
directed effort could substantially increase her share. 


Britain as a Supplier 

Imports into the B.L.E.U. from the United Kingdom were valued 
at 10,680 million francs (£76 million) in 1954 (c.i.f. value on Belgian 
statistics) compared with 10,955 million francs (£78 million) in 1953. 
Of the 1954 total, unpolished diamonds worth 2,718 million franes 
(£19-4 million) were again the largest item, though slightly less than 
the 1953 figure. Belgian imports from the United Kingdom of the 
other main commodities were machinery 1,712 million franes 
(£12,227,000); textiles and textile raw materials 1,105 million franes 
(£7,893,000); base metals and metallurgical products 862 million 
francs (£6,158,000); road vehicles including tractors $14 million franes 
(£5,815,000); chemicals and pharmaceuticals 712 million franes 
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(£5,087,000); coal 343 million francs (£2,452,000); and electrical 
equipment and appliances 342 million frances (£2,443,000). 

While these figures are by no means negligible, they cannot be 
regarded with complacency. Anglo-Belgian trade has recently come 
into balance after heavy United Kingdom deficits in 1951 and 1952, 
not because of any increase in Belgian imports from the United 
Kingdom, but because of a reduction in Belgian exports to the United 
Kingdom as a result of the decline in military purchases after Korea. 
The United Kingdom made no contribution to the increase of 
6,365 million francs ({45 million) in Belgian imports and our share 
fell from 9 per cent. in 1953 to 8-4 per cent. in 1954. 

In 1955, with Belgian imports still rising, our sales to B.L.E.U. 
show only a small improvement over those of last year, and our 
exports of textiles and textile raw materials, base metals and metal- 
lurgieal products, machinery and electrical equipment have earned 
proportionally less this year than last. It should also be borne in mind 
that, but for our diamond trade, Britain would be some £20,000,000 
per year in. deficit to the B.L.E.U. on visible transactions. 


A Test-Case Market 


It is unfortunate, although in some ways understandable, that as 
an export market Belgium and Luxembourg are not always given the 
attention awarded to other countries. There are many bigger markets 
and some may yield higher profit margins. Nevertheless this market 
offers the peculiar satisfaction that goods which prove themselves 
competitive im such free conditions can be expected to do well 
anywhere. ‘Thus, in the absence of other evidence, a declining share 
of the B.L.E.U. market may well indicate a decline in competitive 
potential. Nor can Belgium and Luxembourg be treated casually 
as an easy sideline to bigger business elsewhere. The efforts of 
Belgium's immediate neighbours are unremitting, and an established 
line, whatever its reputation for quality, will lose ground if selling 
policies are not kept abreast of the times. Punctuality of delivery and 
faithfulness to sample and specification have become almost a fetish 
in’ Belgium, and failure to honour undertakings in these respects can 
quickly damp the enthusiasm of an agent and is very destructive of 
business confidence. Belgian firms gauge the market very finely and 
plan their production and sales programmes many months in advance. 
Thus a brief delay in delivery of goods in special seasonal demand 
may involve buyers in heavy losses, the risk of which they may not 
be prepared to repeat. 


Where Keen Competition is Appreciated 


The effects of full and free competition are valued here for the 
healthy alertness and keen prices which they engender in the market, 
and monopoly practices are rare and much disliked. Experience has 
shown that any hint of level-pricing arrangements among foreign 
suppliers sharply prejudices buyers against them even when the 
prices quoted are competitive. 

New products, even of improved design and presentation, cannot 
be expected to break into so well-supplied and competitive a market 
without a carefully planned sales campaign; and a new product 
incerporating successful innovations can lose an initial advantage to 
imitators through the choice of the wrong type of agent, or failure of 
supplies to keep pace with a newly created demand. It is, of course, 
most: important that sales and publicity literature for Belgium be 
available at least in French and preferably both in French and 
Fleftish (which in its written form is the same as Dutch). For Luxem- 
bout; literature in French or German is suitable. 

. Bélgium and Luxembourg have their own individual set of con- 
ditions and tastes which must be studied, but fortunately their 
proximity to the United Kingdom enables this to be done at first 
hand.’ A wide range of information concerning market. prospects, 
import procedure, duties, regulations, potential agents, etc., can be 
obtained from the Board of Trade, the British Embassy or suitable 
local sources; but the opportunity of following this up at little cost, 
either of time or money, by a personal visit to survey conditions on the 
spot, to interview potential agents, and to thrash out problems 
attaching to particular products, is too valuable to be missed. 

As regards particular commodities for which there is special scope 
in. Belgium, it must be stressed that whilst inevitably certain goods 
stand little chance of competing effectively with already established 
rivals, there are at the same time very few products which could not 
raake some progress with the help of an enterprising programme of 
sales promotion. There is a constant demand for a very wide variety 
of eonsumen, gdods. of which textiles and made-up clothing, shoes, 
spirits, beverages, vehicles, chemicals, pharmaceuticals are among 
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the best examples. Capital equipment, particularly machinery, motors 
and machine tools of all kinds, as well as precision and measuring 
instruments, is also in steady demand. Special mention should be 
made of electrical and electronic products, for although Belgium has 
an expanding and enterprising electrical industry, many of its products 
contain a large percentage of imported component parts. The television 
industry, although still in its comparative infancy in Belgium, is 
bound to develop considerably as the demand for receivers increases 
with the extension of viewing hours (at present limited to 18 hours a 
week) and the standard of programmes is improved. It may not yet 
be an economic proposition for British manufacturers to make a 
television set especially for the Belgian market (only one British make 
is at present on sale here) but at least one local assembler has had 
to turn to other sources for standard component parts after several 
United Kingdom firms failed to assure an adequate supply. 


Being dependent on her ability to sell goods abroad, Belgium cannot 
afford to be left behind in the general technological advance, but her 
limited internal resources of highly specialized manufactures and 
technicians necessitate the purchase of much up-to-date equipment 
and industrial ‘know-how’ from abroad. Beyond the fields of ordinary 
mechanical and electronic engineering, Belgian eyes are turned 
increasingly towards atomic power, Not only is the cost of mining 
Belgian coal the highest in Europe, but here, too, the problem of 
declining manpower is acute, and Italian workers, and more lately 
Greek, already form an important element in the mining labour force. 
The exploitation of atomic energy has therefore aroused the greatest 
interest in Belgium (particularly as uranium is produced in large 
quantities in the Belgian Congo) and various private and semi- 
governmental organizations have been set up to promote its industrial 
application. An experimental reactor is already under construction; 
while a project to construct a reactor with a generating capacity of 
10,000 kW. to supply current for the 1958 Brussels World Exhibition 
has been announced. The future demand for supplies and equipment 
connected with nuclear apparatus is therefore likely to be considerable. 


Import Procedure is Simple 


The Belgian and Luxembourg governments recognize that their 
interest lies in securing the freest possible exchange of goods with 
other countries, and they accordingly follow an extremely liberal 
trading policy. The total incidence of import duties and taxes remains 
comparatively low in spite of some recent increases in the latter. 
Import procedures are simple and efficiently administered. Moreover, 
although the B.L.E.U. possesses a varied and enterprising industry 
of its own, there is no trace of sentimental attachment to domestically 
produced goods. The market is thus wide open to the foreign exporter, 
competition is lively, and the customer is in the habit of requiring in- 
creasingly higher standards of quality and service. 


Brussels International Exhibition 


The Brussels Universal and International Exhibition, to be held 
from April 3 to October 30, 1958, will be the first such exhibition since 
the 1939 New York World’s Fair. It will be the largest ever held in 
Europe, occupying a site of some 430 acres in and around the Cente- 
nary Palaces at Heysel. 

The 80 countries with whom Belgium maintains diplomatic relations 
have been invited to participate, and so far 32 of them, including the 
United Kingdom, Canada, the United States, the U.S.S.R., Argentina, 
Netherlands, Norway, France, Germany and Japan have accepted. 
In addition, 19 Specialized Agencies, the O.E.E.C., the Council of 
Europe and the E.C.S.C. have also been invited. 

The exhibition is expected to attract some 30 million visitors to 
the capital, and it seems likely that the initiative of firms who decide 
to participate will be well repaid. 

Preparation for the exhibition will involve the construction of 
a ‘heliport,’ car parks, and an elevated footbridge some 400 metres 
long, apart from the landscaping and building work in connection 
with the palaces and pavilions themselves. Much new road building 
and improvement is also to be carried out in the vicinity of the 
exhibition area. While most of this work will naturally fall to Belgian 
firms, the demand for public works equipment of all kinds seems certain 
to be well above normal during the next two years, and United 
Kingdom manufacturers producing this type of equipment should 
certainly not ignore this opportunity. There will also be a lively 
search by Belgian architects and designers for new and striking 
building, constructional and decorative materials, which should offer 
considerable opportunities to firms with attractive ideas to offer 
in this field. '

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British Trade Week in Canadian Prairie Provinces 





A Municipal Centre and Shop Window Display supporting British Trade 


BRITISH TRADE WEEK was observed throughout the Provinces of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan during the week of October 17 to 22, 
and was easily the most successful held since the event was started 
seven years ago. 

Announcements issued by the Lieutenant-Governors of the two 
Provinces, establishing the Week, called upon all shopkeepers to 
display and promote the sale of British goods. Many municipalities, 
by resolutions passed through their Councils, indicated their active 


support. 

Newspapers, radio, and television stations gave considerable 
prominence to British Trade Week, through editorials, special 
features, advertisements, and publicity was given to official greetings 
sent by the President of the Board of Trade to the Premiers of the 
two Provinces, and their replies. Messages were also sent by Mr. 
James Duncan, President of the Dollar Sterling Trade Council in 
Canada, and Sir William Rootes, Chairman of the Dollar Export 
Council in the United Kingdom. 


A considerable quantity of display material, including British 
Travel Association posters were distributed by the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner's office which enabled shops to put on attractive 
window and counter displays of British goods. Personal visits by the 
Trade Commissioner’s staff were made to several hundred shops in

cities and towns, large and small, to ensure that this material was 
available wherever it was required. Clothing stores, jewellers, drug 
stores, chain stores, automotive shops, music shops, as well as various 
branches of the major department stores, made special efforts to put 
on excellent displays of British goods from their stocks on hand. 

A large street banner, ‘British Trade Week,’ at Canada’s best known 
street corner, Portage and Main, caught the eyes of thousands of 
townspeople who passed by. A similar banner on Regina’s main 
street was equally effective. 


This special effort to stimulate the purchase of British goods is 
a well directed and effective reminder to the nearly two million 
Canadians living in those two agricultural Provinces that Britain is 
Canada’s best customer for farm surpluses. Every city, town and 
hamlet in the 700 miles that separate Manitoba’s eastern boundary 
from Swift Current on the border of Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and the 600 miles between Emerson and North Portal on the United 
States-Canadian boundaries to Flin Flon and Prince Albert, carried 
the message that trade is a two-way affair. In Winnipeg, the main 
distributive centre for this wide area, an illuminated sign on the City 
Hall proclaimed throughout the week:

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SOUTH AFRICA 
Minister Forecasts Union’s Import 


Policy for 1956 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN Minister of Economic Affairs, Dr. van 
Rhijn, opened the Congress of the Association of Chambers of Com- 
merce of South Africa in Pretoria on October 17. 


The Minister’s opening speech contained the following points 
relating to the Union’s import policy for the coming year: 


While the recent trends in the reserves of gold and foreign exchange 
did not mean that the relaxation and ultimate removal of control must 
be indefinitely postponed, it was clear that the removal of control 
could not be considered before 1957. 


So far as 1956 is concerned, in the light of present indications it is 
proposed to maintain the existing level of imports for next year, that 
is to say, imports will be permitted up to the same value as in 1955. 
The position, however, will be reviewed early in 1956 and if it is 
then found that additional funds are available these will be applied 
to remove shortages in the supply of goods which are still scarce. 


There will be no change in the existing policy applicable to raw 
materials, consumable stores and maintenance spares. ‘Automatic’ 
quotas will shortly be notified to importers and will be equivalent, 
in all but exceptional cases, to 90 per cent. of 1955 permits. There will 
be no further automatic issue of quotas, but manufacturers and 
merchants requiring more than their automatic quotas permit them 
to import will be able to apply for additional quotas with the knowledge 
that it is the intention of the Government that no bona fide manu- 
facturer should go short of the materials necessary for him to be able 
to meet the full demands for his products. The policy applicable to 
steel mill products and timber will be further liberalized. All registered 
importers of these commodities will be permitted to place orders for 
them without restriction, and permits will be issued to cover such 
orders on production of evidence that a firm indent has been placed 
and the goods are required for importers’ own stocks. 


The existing liberal policy relating to imports of industrial machinery 
will be continued in 1956 


As in 1954, preliminary quotas equivalent to 33} per cent. of 1948 
performance will be issued for consumer goods and it is hoped that 
the level of 1955 quotas will be maintained in 1956. The Minister 
warned importers to beware of the mistake made by many in 1955 
of spending too great a proportion of their annual quotas in the early 
part of the year. 


There will be no change in 1956 of the special arrangements (under 
which special permits are issued on the basis of £2 for every £1 of 
the general merchandise permit surrendered) affecting the ‘Priorities 
List’ of consumer goods, but a few additional items are to be added 
to the List. 


The Restricted List will remain substantially unaltered but 
importers with 1948 performance will be permitted, within specified 
limits, to convert their general merchandise permits on {1 for £1 
basis into special permits for the importation of the very great majority 
of consumer goods included in the List. 


The policy permitting the importation of certain textile piece-goods, 
tea, coffee, raw cotton, raw wool, etc. (the ‘Free List’) without permits 
will be continued in 1956. 


It is expected, although the Minister gave no undertaking, that 
the total 1956 quotas for motor vehicles will be the same as those in 
1955. Preliminary quotas will shortly be issued. Early in 1956 the 
position will be reviewed and if funds then prove to be available 
further relief will be granted.

Licensing Exemption of Cosmetic 
Boxes Defined 


THE NEW ZEALAND Customs Department have announced that 
the exemption from import licensing of cosmetic boxes (ex Tariff 
item 268) covers any cardboard container specially put up for the 
packaging of cosmetics and perfumery for retail sale. This includes 
the external cardboard container (provided it is so marked or decorated 
as to indicate that it contains cosmetics) where the external container 
and the cosmetic concerned are sold to the consumer as a unit (e.g., 
the outer cardboard box for a tin or box of talcum powder). It does not 
include retail display boxes. 

Containers specially suited for the packaging of soap along with 
other cosmetic or perfumery products are also included in the 
exemption, but containers used only for the packaging of soap or 
toothpaste are not included, as these are not regarded as cosmetics. 


Licensing of Imported Blouses in 1956 


THE NEW ZEALAND Customs Department will issue licences for 
the importation of blouses (ex Tariff item 136 (8)) from non-scheduled 
countries during 1956 as follows; 
(i) Licences will be issued for a specific number of blouses calculated 
in accordance with (ii) below and will not indicate any value. 
(ii) Licences will be granted on the basis of four blouses for every £5 
c.i.f. value of imports of blouses under 1954 licencés for women’s 
and girls’ outer garments of woven fabrics (Tariff item 136 (8)). 
Where the value of imports of blouses was at least £5 but less than 
£30 the licence will be granted for a minimum of 24 blouses. 


PAKISTAN 
Import of Coffee Plants, Seeds and Beans 


A noTice in the Board of Trade Journal of September 24, 1955, 
page 711, announced that the importation of coffee plants, coffee 
seeds or coffee beans into Pakistan was prohibited. This ban does not 
apply to roasted coffee beans.

Import Certificates of Origin and Consular 
Invoices 


THE MINISTRY of Commerce and Industry of the Government of 
the Republic of Korea have issued regulations governing the issuance 
of Consular Invoices and Certificates of Origin. The Regulations, 
effective from August 1, 1955, prescribe, inter alia, the method of 
obtaining Consular Invoices and Certificates of Origin and the charges 
leviable, and direct that such documents are required for all imports 
with the exception of: 

(a) Commodities whose import permit price does not exceed $100 in 

United States currency. 

(b) Commodities damaged by fire or other maritime incidents. 
(c) Commodities salvaged from wrecked or reefed vessels. 
(d) Furniture and other personal effects which have been used overseas 
and which are brought in not for the purpose of resale. 
Movable effects of the nationals of the Republic of Korea deceased 
while overseas. 
(f) Commodities sent as gifts to nationals or organizations of the Republic 

of Korea from individuals overseas. 

(zg) Commodities directly procured by the Government of the Republic 
of Korea (i.e, all goods procured with International Co-operation 
Administration or Republic of Korea Government funds). 
Other commodities designated by the Minister of Foreign Affairs.

COLOMBIA 
Import List and Exchange Control Changes 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY in Bogota reports by cable that Colombian 
Decree 2791, of October 21, transfers many items from Group 1 to 
Group 2: according to the information so far received the goods 
affected are ‘mainly durable capital goods but excluding agricultural 
machinery.’ 

The decree provides also that Colombia’s earnings from the export 
of bananas and from insurance indemnities shall be used to augment 
the supply of exchange in the free market.

Import Permits Required for Iron 
Reinforcing Rods 


By DECREE No. 1218 of October 10 the Dominican Republic has 
taken steps to regulate the import, distribution and sale of iron 
reinforcing rods (varillas de hierro o ramson) for use in building 
operations. 

The decree nominates Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Lopez 
Penha as Controller and in future all imports of these rods will require 
a permit issued by him. 


URUGUAY 
Validity of Import Licences 


THE HONORARY COMMISSION of the Uruguayan Export and 
Import Control has issued Notice No. 133/955, containing compre- 
hensive regulations governing the validity of import licences, grounds 
for their extension and the clearance of goods through the Uruguayan 
Customs.

Metric System Made Compulsory 
in Dominican Republic 


COMMENTING on_ the introduction of the metric system in the 
Dominican Republic (see Board of Trade Journal of August 27, 
page 499), Her Majesty’s Embassy in Ciudad Trujillo say that the 
use of the full system was made compulsory in all Government and 
Municipal offices on March 10, 1955, and although it is not at present 
demanded for import purposes, it would be advisable for United 
Kingdom exporters to adopt the metric system forthwith in all 
their dealings with the Dominican Republic. 

Presidential Decree No. 1021, of July 20, which was reported as 
making compulsory the use of the metric system as a whole, in fact 
referred only to measures of length and area, and to-agriciltural and 
cubic measures, the use of which becomes compulsory on November 1. 
The remainder of the system is to be introduced in successive stages, 
the use of metric weights becoming compulsory on January 2, 1956, 
by virtue of Decree No. 1119 of September 1. An enforcing decree 
in respect of liquid measures is expected shortly.
